1t 
forbids the presence of his eldest son, 
Prince Victor. lt asks that his remains 
be buried in St. Jerome Capet Church 
of the Invalides, Paris, near the tomb 
of the First Napoleon, unless the gov- 
ernment refuses permission, iu which 
cage he desires that his’ body be en- 
tombed in @ cave carved out of 
solid rock, on the Isle of Sanuinaires, 
in the Guif of Ajaccio, *“*‘Where 
my grave may be wave-beaten, 
in imitation of my stormy 
life.” Prince Napoleon upbraids 
Prince Victor as a rebel and totally 
ignores him in the disposition of his 
property. 

The reading of the will was a pain- 
fulceremony, Whenthe passage ex- 
cluding the rest of the family reached 
Prince Louis, he ran (to his 
his mother and frantically embraced 
her, crying: ‘‘Never, never, dear 
mother; we are co-heirs.’’ It is stated 
that he will adhere to his resolve, 
which ex-Empress Eugenie applauds, 
to divide the property equally among 
the members of the family.

His Trial Fairly Commenced 
San Francisco. 


GENERAL PLEA OF NOT GUILTY, 


to the Misappropriation of 
Money—Hugh Fraser 
on the Stand. 


The trial of Rev. John W., Ellis before the 
San Francisco Presbytery, on charges of 
misappropriating church funds, falsehood, 
etc., was fairly inaugurated Monday after- 
noon. The first day’s proceedings are given 
io the Chronicle as follows: 


‘The trial of Rev. Dr. John W. Ellis was 
begun in Calvary Church yesterday after- 
noon, the presbytery being called to order 
as an ecclesiastical court by the moderator, 

Dr. W. A. Sample. Kev. A. J. Kerr, 
the prosecutor, was again allowed to amend 
the charges preferred. 

. Dr. Ellis asked to plead to each separate 
charge, but his request was denied, as it 
would evolve something in the nature of 
evidence. He had prépared an elaborate 
denial of each distinct accusation. He 
maintained in this document, which he was 
not allowed to read, that the funds said to 
have been intrusted for the payment of cer- 
tain bills for repairs were deposited with 
him to pay the general expenses of the 
church. Regarding the $200 said to have 
been given to him by a wealthy gentleman 
to assist the church, and which he is accused 
of diverting from its purpose, he asserts 
that it was collected on account of the pas- 
tor’s salary, which the congregation failed 
to pay as provided by the terme of the call. 

He denies specifically the charge of de- 
ception, affirming that his accounting of 
November 11, 1890, was not a final one, but 
a summary of the expense account of the 
church, comprising both the paid and the 
unpaid bilis. He maintains that all unpaid 
bilis at that time and at all timessince were 
and are his own liabilities; that about one- 
third of these bills, or $2923.50, have been 
paid by him, and by agreement with the 
trustees and creditors he has become respon- 
sible for them all. He declares also that 
while some contractors’ bilis were more 
than appeared in his statement, others were 
less, and some, although paid, were not in 
the statement. Dr. Ellis also denies ever 
having falsely stated the conditions of 
affairs, and maintains he never intended to 
bave his actions in the justice’s court con- 
strued into a denial of his signature to Ma- 
gee’s note. He again asserts that he offered 
to pay the money to one of Magee’s clerks. 

After refusing to allow the reading of the 
detailed denial, the court was charged. Dr. 
Sample urged his associates to piace true 
value upon the solemn importance of the 
proceedings; to recognize the deep respon- 
sibility put upon them; and to remember 
that by their oath in ordination they are 
bound to defend their brother minister; to 
see him fairly through; to st.nd by him if 
he goes down, 

Dr. Ellis then asked Rey. Dr. Chapman 
to act as his assistant counsel. The latter 
begged to be excused. The charges were 
again read and the accused, on the horns of 
a dilemma, pleaded not guilty. 

The prosecution was ready to proceed, 
and John McCullough, secretary of the 
board of trustees, was put on the stand. 
At the preceding meeting-of the court Dr. 
Ellis declared his intention to defend him- 
self by every technicality. He kept his 


wo 

Mr. McCullough finally identified Dr. 
Eliis’s statement of accounts of November 
11, 1890, and it was placed in evidence. 
Almost the entire afternoon was consumed 
in the endeavor of the prosecution to sub- 
stantiate the charge of misappropriation of 
funds, and Dr. Ellis’s subsequent contes- 
sion of the fact in the presbytery on Febru- 
ary 16th last. Hugh Fraser’s statement 
and that given by Dr. Eliis and identified 
by the secretary of the trustees were used 
as a basis. 

Rev. Dr. J: Q. Adams testified that at 
the meeting of the presbytery on February 
16 fast he heard Dr. Ellis confess to having 
used for his own purpose money secured 
forchurch uses; that Dr. Ellis did admit the 
fact, but the witness could not recall any 
specific acknowledgment by the accused 
that he had misused the funds. Dr. Chap- 
mab gave similar evidence; that Dr. Ellis 
implied his need of the money; that the 
church was not paying him enough, and 
that be had appropriated the monev from 
tim fund. 

Rev. Dr. T. C. Easton testified to his im- 
pression thatthe money received by Ellis 
was a trust and that tbe accused acknowl- 
edged taking it with the intention of put- 
ting it back. 

“Did the respondent admit using that 
money improperly or unlawfully?” asked 
Dr. Ellis. 

“Yee; in an indirect way,” said Dr. Eas- 


ton. 

“Did he admit a misappropriation of 
funds?” 

“I so understood him; no minister has a 
right to use church funds for personal uses, 
for meeting board bills.” 

Rev. Drs. Shearer and Rice were also 
called, but added nothing to the assertions 
made by their predecessors. Hugh Fraser, 
however, had considerable information to 
give. Heremembered Ellis’s acknowledg- 
ment of the use of money for his personal 
purposes. Dr. Eilis had declared that his 
property was worth $30,000 more than its 
incumbrance, and that when he could dis- 
pose of ithe would pay what he owed to 
the church. From March, 1890, to June, 
1890, inciusive, Dr. Eilis had received $110 
amonth as salary, but admitted that he 
spent more than that. 

Eider McConnell gave evidence of Ellis’s 
acknowledgment, and the prosecution 
rested on the first charge, 

Heury Hufschmidt, president of the 
board of trustees, was summoned regarding 
the statement of accounts furnished by Dr. 
Ellis. He declared that the accused had 
said that all bilisin that statementof No- 
vember 11, 1890, were paid; that in accord- 
ance with it, the pastor, Dr. Ellis, was paid 
the amount of money which the accounting 
left apparently in his favor: that the docu- 
ment was accepted in good faith,as the board 
trusted implicitiy in the honor and integ- 
rity of the minister. Dr. Ellis cross-exaw- 
ined this witness, but to little purpose, and 
the trial was adjourned until this morning. 


ARTISTIC ANATOMY. | 


Interesting Lecture atthe School of 
Artand Design. 

Dr. Alter delivered a free lecture on 
artistic anatomy at the Los Angeles School 
of Art and Design Tuesday evening, of 
which the following are the salient points. 

I have no doubt but that this subject of 
artistic anatomy seems very dry to most 
people, but the marked attention that has 
been given todry bonegand muscles has 
lead the faculty to ask me to dig a little 
deeper and bring up’ some points in the 
antique in its relation to the subject. We 
wouid ali like to be able to draw, that is to 
be able to draw some one’s attention to an 
idea that we have of an object we see to 
drag or draw their perception in the same 
plane as ours. In drawing, lines are the 
simplest means of presenting ap idea. In 
China these lines were as crude as the 
American Indians’ drawings; yet you will 
find excellent skill in the delineation of the 
face. But when you come to the Egyptians 
their lines were quieter, a dignified silence 
was their nationai characteristic,a well-kept 
mummy was tothem more artistic than a 

leeful child or an athlete; but we must pot 

orget that these Egyptians 4000 years ago 
studied anatomy, and had the bones and 
muscies named, not with the same pames 
you heard last week, for they are only about 
2000 years old, but they were designated by 
some titles or names. These dignified lines 
and long proportions were not followed by 
the Assyrians, who brought out every muscie 
in their drawings, even totheir origin and 
insertion, as far as they had pursued their 
analysis, but this led asa natural result to 
the portrayal of the male figure alone, so 
that all the best works of art are of men. 
‘Thus, the lines of Egyptian art present re- 
pose, the Assyrians action. Next, we come 
to the Greeks. They had pushed their way 
all over Egypt and Assyria, and had learned 
and forgotten lots of thiugs like we have; 
but they drew lines with a child’s eye, and 
a master’s fingers. ‘They may have been 


form in every part, but their figures are not 
those of the dissecting-room, but have cush- 
ions of fatin all the interstices, and are 
living men and women with their skips on. 


the last lecture, it was becaise you had so 
much food for thought before, and I will 
eal your attention right here to what I said 

hen. Two words expressed it all—percep- 
tien and interpretation. ‘These Greeks, they 
saw that which is beautiful, apd interpreted 
their perceptivn better than any one ever 
did before or since. 

The Egyptians had their strict rules of 
proportion, so had the Assyrians, but their 
ideas cannot be compared with the Greeks. 
Pnese ruies are only given to euaple you 
to see where the beauty of «pro ~~ lies, 
different nationalities have differént pro- 
| portions,“and inthe delineation of char- 
must necessarily devfate, as per- 
fect Greek models are scarce, but in ideal- 
izing a figure you must follow the rule, If 
you make the mouth too small what are you 
going to do with the rest of the face? If 
you make the foot too small your figure 
will fallover. 1am not speaking of a por- 
traiture, but if you have the ideal in your 
mind when you are asked to paint a por- 
trait you will see where your subject 
varies from the rule, and these will engage 
your attention and you will perceive the 
variation and -thus--be able to draw ac- 
curately the subject before you. Accuracy 
in drawing is so essential that I am going 
to dwelialittlie longer on it. The sim- 
plest object drawn well does you more 

than ai whole of paint. 

A clean outline well done is better. than 
yards of canvas; full ofall colors you can 
buy of the dealer in art supplies, when 
you paint a picture you are drawiag with 
color instead of black and white, and you 
must take the utmost care to have truth in 
our drawing, or your picture will fall fiat. 
ou cannot paint wellif you do not draw 
well, unless your outline is made for you 
like ta yy beng sof the table or the 
outside of a barn. ou should practice line 
drawing every day, and measure what you 
draw, rather than measure firstand draw 
afterwards. This educates your eye and 
if you have good eyes you can soon de- 
tect what the rule shows, and your hand 
will not be slow to follow your vision. ‘This 
ideal huiwnan figure of the Greeks is recog- 
nized as the perfection of form; it is the 
tape measure by which you guage perfect 


forms. 

The unit of this measure is length of the 
head, the whole body being eight heads 
long, as follows:

The arms hanging down by the side and 
having the fingers extended reach to the 
middle of the thigh. 

lf the arms be extended atright angles 
to the body, the width across from the tip of 
the longest finger of one hand to the tip of 
the longest finger of the other hand will be 
equal to the length of the figure or eight 


heads. 
The width of the neck across is half a 


head. 

The width to the setting on of the shoul- 
ders is one head and a half. 

The width across the shoulders is two 
heads; this wiil also form an equilateral 
triangle with the navel. 

Under the armpits is one head and a half. 

Across the waist is one head and a quar- 


ter. 
The width of the top of the thigh is 
three-quarters of a head, and that of the 
top of the knee is haif a head. 

Ken of the bottom of the knee is also haif 
a head. 

Across the calf is two noses and a half or 
five-eighths of a head. ‘ 

“Across the small of the ankle is‘one. nose 
or quarter of a bead, 8 

The hand ts three-quarters of a head in 
length, and the length of the middie finger 
is equal to half the hand. 

The ancients allow one-sixth of the whole 
length of the figure for the length of the 
foot, rather less than more. This scale of 
proportion answers for a fine model about 
six feetin height, therefore all more than 
eight heads increase the appearance of tall- 
ness, and all below that proportion tends to 
give the appearance of shortness, but we 
usually say thatthe faceis the length pf 
the foot. 

To take up the analysis of the face we 
first draw an oval that is the true egg shape 
with its small end down, divide this into 
four équal parts, the hair occupies the first 
part, the forehead the second, the nose the 
third and the mouth and chin the last, If 
the last division is divided into equal parts, 
the line will determine the bottum of the 
lower lip. Divide this again into three in 
upper half, and you havé the opening of 
the mouth and the margin of the upper lip. 
One of these thirds will show you where 
the chin begins below the lower lip. 

The ear isthe length of the nose and is 
divided into three parts, 

The eye is divided into three equal parts, 
the central part being occupied by the 

upil, ‘The inner corner of the eye ison a 

ine with the wing of the nose, and the 
pupils are on a line with the corners of the 
moutb. The other features of the eye and 
its variations will not admitof further dis- 
cussion at this time, but it is the one feature 
of the facathat [ know something about. 
One thing further: The eye is one-fifth of 
a face long; the space between the eyes is 
the same length asthe eye. Then by divid- 
ing the horizoutal line into five parts, you 
get the size of the eye and the space between 
them. This gives the space occupied by the 
nostrils as being equal to ene eye, or one- 
titth of the unit of measure. 

The ear is an eye in width; is the length 
of the nose,and divided into three parts 
perpendicularly. 

l have thus called your attention to the 
most salient points in the analysis of an- 
tique art as recognized by the Greeks and 
by the modern schools of art, but in conclu- 
sion | wantto say this: Learn to draw, 
and to draw well; cultivate a habit of strict 
analysis; if a line does not please you see 
what is the matter with it, and don’t do it 
again; but you wust measure -at first asa 
child learns to walk. You walk along the 
streets without a thought of what your feet 
are doing; so when you learn to draw well 
the idea that you wish to present will glide 
trom your fingers as glibly as your feet do 
in a dance.

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_AARON’S WARRANTS, 
Reasons Why.They Should 
Not Be Paid, 


A CITY OFFICIAL SPEAKS OUT. 


How the Street Improvement Bond 
Bill Was Passed —A State- 
ment from’ Treas- 
urer Banbury. 


‘The disclosures concerning the Arton 
Smith warrants has had the effect of bring- 
ing to the surface a num of facts about. 
the very equivocal sery rendered by the 
deputy clerk and bond commission agent 
at the State capital. During the session of 
the Legislature there were quite a number 
of city officials at Sacramento, and these 
gentlemen know nothing of any services 
performed by Smith beyond “his duties as 
secretary of the Committee on Charitable 
and Reform Institutions, for which he re- 
ceived pay from the, State in the regular 
way, and as secretary of the Bruner In- 
vestigating Committee, for which it is also 
presumed that he received compensation. 
{t is stated that Smith openly announced 
in Sacramento that he was the real, sure- 
enough Auditor of Los Angeles county, 
and while he only drew salary as a deputy, 
he was really the head of the office. Other 
instances of Sraith’s modest pretensions 
are freely quoted, and altogether the 
smooth ex-deputy is getting very generally 
*‘roasted’’ on all sides. 

In regara to Smith’s demands for ser- 
vices rendered, and the printed statements 
of the Board of Supervisors and legisiative 
reprentatives upboiding him, a prominent 
city official last eveniug said: 

“The whole thing is a preposterous farce, 
and ‘Treasurer Banbury did exactly right in 
refusing to pay the warrants. ot only 
this, but some tax-payer should at once 
commence injunction proceedings perpetu- 
ally restraining the paymentof these de- 
mands. Iv the matter of the Street 1m- 
provement Bond Bill, which is incidentall 
mentioned as one of the cases in whic 
Smith did such good work, I —_— to 
know something of my Own personal know- 
ledge. ‘That bill was prepared in this city, 
and the first bill not being satisfactory, 1t 
was withdrawn and a‘ new one substituted. 
Our representatives in the Legislature were 
writing and telegraphing here that if we 
wanted anything done, to get itin shape 
and send it up, and they would do what 
they could for it. We did so. Not only 
that, but we sent a man to Sacramento to 
look out for it, and @ purse of several hun- 
dred dollars was raised by private parties to 

ay his “‘“expenses.”’ Alter this man got to 
Becramento the same sort of telegrams weru 
sent us as that pubiished in the Supervisor’s 
statement, signed by the. legisiators, beg- 
ging us to keep our man there, that he was 
invaluable, and they could not well get 
him. We could not see 


as it was an expensive matter, we 
ordered him home. I _ notice § an- 
other point made by the defenders 


of these warrants, and that is that various 
localities had large committees at the capi- 
tal to look after their) interests, while we 
were comparatively unprotected. I don’t 
think the point does them any good, for the 
simple reason that the expenses of these 
commissions and representatives were paid 
by private subscription, and in no instance 
did the supervisors have the temerity to 
put this cost on the tax-payers, or, in other 
words, to officially recognize the ‘third 
house.’ I can ouly say that I trust this mat- 
ter will get in the courts, in the hope that 
an investigation will bring out facts which 
the people shonid know.” 

Other city olflicials were also seen, and 
while they di not express themselves as 
strongly as the gentieman above-quoted, 
they were unanimous inthe opinion that 
the warrents were illegal and should not 


be paid. 


TREASURER. BANBURY’S STATEMENT... 


‘Treasurer Banbury bas furnished the fol- © 
lowing written statement of his position in 
the matter, which speaks for itself: 

Los ANGELES, April 8.—|To the Editor 
of {ne Times.| I feel compelled to say a 
word in relation to the Aaron Smith war- 
rants, in reply to an implication in the 
statement of the Board of Supervisors pub- . 
lished in the Express yesterday, to the effect 
that the “extraordinary circumstance” of 
my refusing to pay them was due to personal 
feelings against Smith for baving prevented 
an increase of my salary from $2500 to 85500, 
itis hardly necessary to state that it was 
out of the power of Smith or any one else to 
increase or decrease my salary. as that is 
fixed by law and cannot be changed during 
my official term. Without entering into the 
merits of Smith’s services in Sacramento, 
the facts of this case are simply these: 
Smith presented for payment two warrants 
amounting to $482, which statedon their 
face that they were payment ‘‘for ser vices 
rendered as clerk of the Les Angeles dele- 

ation during the 29th session of the 
1 was cognizant of the 

fact that no such services had been 
rendered. Smith himseif admitted that he 
bad rendered no such services, and that in 
fact the Los Angeles delegation had no 
clerk. The warrants were consequently 
illegal on their face, and as such | had so 
right to pay them, in addition to this, I 
had previous to this paid him one warrant 
for $145, which apparantly covered the 

round of any other service in Sacramento. 
This warrant stated that it was ‘for ser- 
vices rendered Los Angeles county as dele- 
gate to Sacramento;”’ with an indorsement 
on the back by Chairman Perry tbat these 
services were rendered at the request of 
“Senators.Carpenter and Mathews, Kepre- 
sentative Marion and many otber influential 
citizens.” ‘There was anotber peculiar 
feature about the warrants in question 
which was that they were nade out for $20 
more than the itemized bills presented by. 
Smith called for. The certified list of allow- 


ances furnished me by the beard 
Palso corresponds with the war- 
rants and. were for §20 in excess 
of ethe demands, This might have 


have been a simple mistake, but it was a 
very unfortunate one under the circum- 
stances. It certainly should not be an ‘‘ex- 
traordinary circumstance” for the Treasurer 
to refuse to pay a warrant for services 
ich the payee acknowledged he never 
endered.

Parkins on Trial for Receiy- 
ing Stolen Property. 


THE FREIGHT-CAR ROBBERIES. 


Testimony of Detective Harris and 
Sheriff Gibson—Supreme Court © 
Proceedings — General

The trial of H. F. Parkins ona charge of 


bbeing a receiver of stolen goods commenced 


yesterday in Department Une. Parkins, it 
is alleged, entered into a compact with 
Ralph Murphy and John Wilson, two 
thieves, whereby they were to rob Southern 
Pacific freight cars, and turn the proceeds 
of their ropberies over to him, be to dispose 
of the goods and give them two-thirds of the 
money realized, retaining one-third for his 


are.

The prosecution was represented by As- 
sistant District-Attorney McComas, J.

After the Court had directed the clerk to 
draw a jury, Mr. Brooks objected 
drawing of a jury unless the name 0 
Biand, a juror not legally discharg 
the panel, be replaced in the box.

At the afternoon session Ralph Murphy, 
one of the thieves, took the stand, and told 
the story of hiscrime. Murpby is an indi- 
vidual upon whose face nature has indelib! 
placed the stamp of a thief and criminal. 
He told the following story“*in response to 
questions: 

“I got acquainted with Parkins five 
months ago at his house. The first time 1 
went there he did not talk very much to 
me. But the second time he told me that 
anything I might steal. and bring to his 
house he would sell for me, and give me 
two-thirds of the proceeds, 

“With this understanding my partner 
and me took seven bolts ef silk, three cases 
of shoes and a small box of ribbons to his 
house. We got the stuff out of a Southern 
Pacific freight car. We got in the car at 
the depot, broke the seal, and threw the 
goods out of the car about four and a half 
miles out of town. 

“When we took the stuff to Parkins we 
told him we had stolen it out of Southern 
Pacitic cars. He said all right, that he 
would sell itand give us our share. The 
goods were taken and hid about 300 yards 
| from the house by being covered up with 
brush. Parkins gave usa dollar and said 
that if we would come around in a day or 
so he would give us some more, He said 
that he had $700 in the bank.”’ 

The Assistant District Attorney asked 
Murphy if he had. ever taken other stolen 
property to Parkins’ house. Tothis qnes- 
tion the defense objected and the objection 
was sustained by the Court. 

On cross-examination Murphy said that 
he was born and raised in San Franciscuo 
and that he was 18 years old. He rede and 
walked from San Francisco to los Angeles, 
lie had never been accused of any crime 
before. it was about seven months ago 
that he came here from the norton. During 
his residence in Southera California he had 
worked two days. 

Lawyer Brooks, on Murphy’s cross ex- 
amination, took occasion to “‘roast’”’ the de- 
tectives of the Sheriff’s office, whom he 


referred to as swarming about the jail. 


Murphy also said during his crossexamina- 
tion that he thought Parkins was the means 
of sending him to the penitentiary, but he 
did not hold this up against him as ke did 
not care where he went to anyway..- 

John Wilson, Murphy’s partner in crime, 
then took the stand. Nature has dealt 
more kindly with Wiison in the matter of 
physical appearance than she has with 
Murphy. Wilson on direct examination 
told substantially the same story that Mur- 
phy did, 

On cross-examination Wilson said that he 
was born in Illinois and that he was 17 
years ofage. He first met Murpby about 
three months ago. Not like his partner 
Wilson “had no particular love for Parkins,’’ 
the defendant. 

The next witness was Sheriff E. D. Gib- 
son. He knew Parkins; was at his home 
February 16 last, when he made a search of 
his premises and found the stolen articles. 
Detective Russell searched the premises 
while Gibson staid in the saloon with Par- 
kins. in the water closet the ribbon was 
found, It was placed there by Parkins’ lit- 
tle 12-year-old girl, as she afterward admit- 
ted, because she did not want the officers to 
find it. When Parkins discovered that the 
ribbon had been found he said to Gibson 
that he did not know that it was there. 

. A. H. Seekatz, special police officer at the 
Southern Pacific depot, was the next wit- 
ness. He testified that he had gone to the 
Three Mile House with a switch engine and 
got the stolen goods. 

Len Harris, the Southern Pacific detec- 
tive, took the stand, and told 4 detailed 
story of how the robberies of Wilson and 
Murphy were discovered, and the result of 
the investigation that followed. 

‘Lbe prosecution endeavored to introduce 
a confession that Parkins made to Harris at 
the jail. The defense objected to the intro- 
duction on the ground that the confession 
was obtained by misrepresentation and 
fraud, ‘Testimony upon this point was 
taken, the jury in the meantime being ex- 
cused. 

J. W. Cook swore that at the suggestion 
of Sheriff Gibson he had gone to the County 
Jail to see Parkins, whom he knew. Par- 
kins was brought out,and the Sheriff ad- 
vised him to plead guilty, as he would get 
only a few months in the County Jail. 

Parkins himself took the stand and swore 
that the conversation he had with Cook was 
a week or so before he made a confeesion to 
Harris. 

Sheriff Gibson and Detective Harris swore 
that the confession was not obtained by in- 
ducemeuts or threats. 

The Court took the matter under advise- 
ment, reserving bis ruling until today. 

The jury was called in and the prosecu- 
tion withdrew Detective Harris as a wit- 
ness, temporarily, substituting Detective 
Wallin, of the city police force. Wallin 
testified that when Murphy was arrested on 
a description furnished by Parkins, VPark- 
ins had been brought to the City 
Jail teidentify him. He came in, and = 
being shown Murpby he swore that he had 
never seen him betfora.

A census bulletin gives details of 
truck farming in the United States. 
This is an industry of no small im- 
portance. Upward of $100,000,000 are 
invested in it, the annual products 
reachinga value of $76,517,155 00 the 
farms after paying freights and com- 
missions, realized upon 534,440 acres 
ofiand. There are ‘employed in this 
industry 216,765 men, 9254 women ead 
1874 children, aided by 75,866 horses 
and mules and $8,971,206.70 worth of 
implements. ‘The truck farms are 
distributed throughout the country as 
follows:

Truck farming 1s distingushed from 
market farming, in this report,in the 
fact that, while the market gardener 
lives pneara market and delivers his 
products with his own teams, usually 
producing a general variety of vegeta- 
bles, the truck farmer lives remote 
from market, is dependent upon trans- 
portation companies and commission 
men for the delivery and sale of his 
product, and usually devotes himself 
to such specialties as are best suited to 
his soil andclimate. The industry bas 
grown up from nothing in the past 
thirty years.. Nearly 75 per cent. of 
the truck produced in the United 
States comes from abelt of country 
along the Atlantic coast lying east of 
a line drawn from Augusta, Me., to 
Macon, Ga., from southern Georgia, 


and how high freights’are, this must. 


now 2000 acres of peas and beans grow- 
ing between Los Angeles and the 
ocean. The market for the product is 
at present rather problematical, al- 
though “thousands of eastern buyers 
would gladiy purchase it at high prices. 
Even if the consumer in Chicago pays 
15 cents a pouod for peas, beans and 
tomatoes, it leaves thé producer little, 
after paying for cultivating, picking, 
expressage, commission and the retail- 
er’s profit, 

Assoon as satisfactory transporta- 
tion arrangements can be made, the 
shipping of winter vegetables from 
this section to the East will assume 
vast proportions and before many 
years will tread very close on the heels 
of the orange industry in value of the 
product. One great advantage of the 
business is that it opens a chance for 
remunerative employment to men with 
small means, who could not afford to 
wait foran orchard to come into bear- 
ing. They need not even purchase 
land, at first; but can rent it, and, 
with ordinary luck, will make enough 
in two or three years to_buy the land 
outright. 


THOUGHTLESS AND ILLOGICAL 
BUSINESS MEN. 


Certain business men of this city— 
a few of them prominent merchants— 
are unconsciously aiding in the viola- 
tion of law, the encéuragement of an- 
archy and the methods of the Mafia.

It will not be claimed, by any rea- 
sonable person, that an advertisement 
in an obscure circular can possibly be, 
of any material benefit to the business 
advertised;- or that it will reach 
any circle of readers not covered 
by the daily papers of the community. 
To pay money foran advertisement in 
an abusive, begging, boycotting circu- 
lar is, therefore, ciearly a gratuity, 
given toward the support of a band of 
strikers and lawbreakers, who are try- 


‘ing to injure the trade and good will: 


of reputable merchants, and to break 
up lines of business which have re- 
fused to submit to their unreasonable 
demands. The advertisers in this 
proscriptive sheet are furnishing these 
men money to aid them in continu- 
ing their vicious work. Every 


citizen who is attacked by 
these bulidozers has a_ legitimate 


grievance against those who lend them 
support, and who therefore, of course, 
approve of their actions and become 
particeps criminis with them. Those 
who thus support the boycotters, are, 
without intending it, silent members 
of this newly-organized local Mafia, 
whose estimable “‘industry”’ consists in 
bulldozing, maligning and vilifying 
their neighbors who refuse to submit 
to their dictation.

To Sell or Not to Sell: 
That’s the Question, 


VIEWS OF AN ANTI-AUCTION MAN 
Sharp Criticism of the Advocates of 
the Auction Plan—Florida and 
California Oranges 
in the East. 


RrvErsipe, April 7.—|To the Editor 
of Tue Times.} In yourissue of April 
4 you have an article over the signa- 
ture of W. H. Holabird, in the employ 
cf the Earl Fruit Company or Califor- 
nia Auction Company, purporting to 
be written from Minneapolis, and as 
the gentleman, Mr. Holabird, has 
scarcely spent a week in his lifetime 
in Minneapolis. it might be well for 
those interested in the auction plan to 
hear from others regarding its success 
or other wise. 

The writer of this article has put in 
fifteen years in the jobbing of fruits in 
Minneapoiis, and knows the feelings of 
the trade there as well as any Man can. 
I have also spent two packing seasons 
in Florida, and have bandied their 
fruit for all these years, and this is my 
fourth season in shipping oranges from 
this State. 

First of all, why do people go to auc- 
tions and be obliged to hurry through 
their examinations of goods when they 
can buy of established shippers or 
brokers on usual terms of business, and 
take plenty of time for examination? 
Simply because they can buy cheaper, 
and for no other earthly reason. 

Is itnot afact that when a sbipper 
puts up his goods at auction he invites 
the trade to come and make their own 
prices? 

Ifaman has an old, poor horse or 
cow, some second-hand clothing, or 
worthless accounts, or if he has some 
poor trash in fruit of an extremely per- 
ishable nature, like the northern de- 
ciduous fryits, he possibly can get 
more out of hisinferior property at 
auction than any other way. He can 
more easily deceive the trade in their 
hurry, and for a time it may seem suc- 
cessful. 

Barnett Bros. Company of Chicago 
have sold at auction, for the Florida 
Fruit Exchange, Florida oranges for 
three years, but why is it that they do 
not sellthe numerous cars they are 
packing and paying for in this State in 
the same way? 

Porter Bros. Company sell deciduous

WASHINGTON, April 8.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The proposed treaty 
with Newfoundland, a suspension of 
negotiations regarding which was 
ordered from Great Britain because of 
the protest of the Canadians, was 
made public today. It provides that 
United States fishing vessels entering 
Newfoundland waters shall have the’ 
privilege of purchasing bait on the 
same terms as Newfoundland vessels, 
also of trading without any charge 
other than the dues levied on New- 
foundland vessels; that the prod- 
ucts of the fisheries of Newfound- 
land shall be admitted free into 
the United States, also the pack- 
ages im which they may be carried. 
“Green’’ codfish are excepted from 
this. Duties are also provided upon 
flour, rice, salted meats, etc., imported 
into Newfoundland from the United 
States. Agricultural implements and 
machinery, raw cotton, broom corn, 
gas engines, printing presses and types 
willbe admitted free when imported 
fromthe United States, 
This convention was to take effect 
as soo. as the laws required to carry it 
into operation should be passed on both 
sides, to remain in force five years from 
the time it came into operation, and 
further until the expiration of twelve 
moutbs after either of the high con- 
tracting parties should give notice to 
the other of a wish to terminate the 
same.

THE ALERT. 


An Investigation Results in Naval 
Constructor Feaster Being Re- 
lieved from Duty—Several Sub- 
ordinates Lose their Heads,

WASHINGTON, April 8.—!By the Aa- 
sociated Press.} About six months 
ago repairs were completed upon the 
U. 8. steamer Alert at Mare Island 
yard, and the vessel was put in 
commission, which means that she re- 
ceived her full complement of officers 
and men, and was ready to go to sea. 
But the vessel did not sail, and she is 
today at ber berth waiting orders. It 
was reported that the repairs were so 
unsubstantial in character that it 
would be dangerous for the ves- 
sel to go to sea. On 
other hand, there were disagreeable 
rumors that certain officers did not 
want to sail in the vessel, as they pre- 
ferred the newer cruiser and were 
trying to cause a seaworthy vessel to 
be condemned, The board of surveys 
ordered there, itis said, in all its re 
ports, indicated that the repairs—bad 
been scalped; that the inner skin of 
the vessel bad not been properly re« 
newed,; that serious defecta in it had 
been covered over with paint, and 
that the boilers were liable to sink 
through it. 

This state of affairs led the depart- 
ment to order an investigation on the 
lollowing lines: there been auy 
negiect of duty or carelessness on the 
part of any officerof the navy or em- 
ployé of the navy-yard at Mare Island 
in preparing the Alert for sea?

NEGROES ATTACK. THE JAIL IN

and They Depart Without 
Hanging the Man

KANSAS City, April 9.—1:20 a. m.— 
[By the Associated Press.1 A crowd 
of 500 negroes has just attacked the 
Jail at Kansas City, Kan., 
with the intention of lynching William 
McCoy, who brutally murdered his 
mistress. Nellie McGruder, last Satur- 
day night: 

An attempt to lynch McOoy was 
made last Monday at the time of his 
preliminary hearing, but the prison 
was so well guarded that the attempt 
wasabandoned. The Sheriff concluded 
that the excitement among the ne- 
groes had subsided and the precautions 
had been relaxed. 

TheXattack tonight was totally unex- 
pected. Aboutlo’cleck a crowd of 
negroes gathered in the vicinity of the 
jail and quickly made a rush and broke 
in the outer door. The portion of the 
building partitioned for a jail is sep- 
arated from the other part by a stout 
iron door. Only one guard was on 
duty, but he threatened to shoot the 
first man who approached the door, 
andthe lynching committee. after a 
lengthy parley, once more adjourned. 

A large guard was placed on duty to 
preclude the possibility of a further 
attack.

LOS ANGELES COUNTY. 


It Is Now of the Second Class—Sala« 
ries of Officers. 

Los Angeles is now a county of the sec- 
ond class, and under the County Goverp- 
ment Act, which was passed bythe last 
Legislature and which has jnst been signed 
by Gov. Markham salaries of county officers 
are fixed as followe: 

Sheriff, $4,000; Recorder, $3600; Auditor, 
$3600; Treasurer, $3600; Tax Coilector, $3600; 
District Attorney, #4000; Assessor, $3600; 
Coroner, such fees as are Dow or may here- 
after be allowed by law; Public Adminis- 
trator, #3000; Superintendent of Schools, 
#3000; Surveyor, suck fees as are now 
allowed by law; justices of the peace, the 
fees now allowed by law, but no justice to 
receive more than $1000 per annum for ser- 
vices in criminal! busine-s; constables, the 
‘fees allowed by law, and noconstabie to 
receive more than $1000 per annum for ser- 
vices in criminal busipess; supervisors 
#1800 per annum. The act’still further em- 
phasizes the tendency to make the salaries 
of county officers fixed and not to allow 
them fees. 

By the act the Board of Supervisors is 
given power to fix salaries of employés 
very largely as they see fit, the maximum 
amounts for deputies only being settied by 
the new law. Of course the bill will not 
disturb the present salaries of incumbents,

‘These options are 
the best i: dications of prices which will pre- 
vetl during and after harvest, and the next 
crop will bring $1.50 or. more, which is «a 
beter priee than we have been getting of 
late years, The acreage of wheat this year 
is very large, perhaps larger than ever be- 
fore in this State. Every partof the State 
is allright except the San Jowquin Valley. 
There the rainfalt bas not been sufficient. 
If, however, during this month they should 
get two or three inches more rain, it will 
give the growers of the valley the largest 
crop, perhaps, they ever had.” 

The pdtato market is firm and higher 
prices may be looked for shortly. Supplies 
of Oregon and Saijnas Burbanks are being 
claned up.

Three months ago Gaedke had to take 
to his bed, being afflicted by what was 
thought to be muscular rheumatism, 
and his body was racked by lacerating 
pains and the flesh became sore. He 
could not be moved or even touched 
without being thrown into convul- 
sions. This condition continued for 
several weeks and then a slight swell- 
ing appeared in the glands of the 
neck. The swellingin the neck was 
not understood at the time, but it is 
now known that it was caused by the 
establishment of a little colony of 
tuberculi-vesicies in the glands. 
These little micro-organizers had 
doubtless originated in one of the 
lungs, and had started from there to 
make the conquest of his body, finally 
destroying the animal matter of the 
bones and leaving only the mineral 
substance which has rendered them 
chalky and extremely britile.

terial. The machine is an ordinary ten 
ton locomotive crane, with an excavator 
attached to the jib, the whole being car- 
ried on a steel truck fitted with wheels. 
The principal feature of the excavator is 
the method by which the buckst is fed 
up to its work. This isdone by a spe- 
cial steam cylinder, which is bolted to 
the arms carrying the bucket, and by 


moved in or out a distance of two feet 
as desired. In making a cut the bucket 
is first lowered to the bottom of the cut- 
ting, and then fed up to its work by the 
steam cylinder, the valves of which are 
controlled from the footplate of the ma- 
chine. 
The lifting gear is then applied, and 
the bucket is swept up the face of the 
se by means of the lifting gear. 
In practice entire cuthings up to 20 feet 
deep and 40 feet wide have been worked 
by these machines, the output varying, 
so the makers state, from 200 to 300 
wizons of 4 cubic yarfis each per day of 
eleven hours. The cost of such excava- 
tion and delivery into wagons is said to 
be a trifle less than two cents per cubic 
yard.—New York Commercial Adver-

A Rare Orchid. 
in. one of the tropical greenhouses at 
the Harvard botanic garden in Cam- 
-be-seen-in flower a wonder- 
ful and noble plant belonging to the or- 
chid family. This magnificent plant, 
which is technically named Angraecum 
sesquipedale, is a native of Madagascar, 
where itis found growing upon trees. 
In its native country its stem is from 
three to four feet high; the leaves, about 
a foot long, dark, shining green. The 
flower is about six inches in diameter, 
ivory white, with a spur from twelve to 
eighteen inches long, and it has a power- 
ful fragrance, particularly at night. It 
was discovered about seventy years ago, 
but was not introduced in a living state 
until 1857. It has become famous as 
one of the orchids which Darwin was 
specially interested in on account of 
the exceptional length of its spur. The 
jplant at the Cambridge Botanic garden 
Vis a particularly good specimen, and has 
four spikes of flowers, with three blooms 
on each spike.—Boston Journal. 


Argentiferous Human Bones.

THE SCHEME FAILED, 


Lockwood and Mrs. Foster in 


St. Louis. 


THE OBJECT OF THEIR VISIT, 


Sensational Outconre of the Mor- 
ton Episode—A Well-laid Plot 
Foiled by the Dis- 
trict Attorney. 


At the last trial of the Lockwood case, 
Lock wood swore that he paid back the $300 
to Morton on the evening of the same day 
it was paid to him, and that Mrs. Morton 
signed her husband’s name toa receipt for 
the money which was introduced in evi- 
dence, but which was elaimed to bea for- 
gery by the District Attorney. Lockwood 
narrowly escaped conviction on the last 
trial, the jury standing eleven to one for 
conviction, and the juror Bland alone 
saving him from the penitentiary. 

About two weeks ago Lockwood filed an 


¢| aftidavit in the Superior Court, in which he 


stated that Mr, and Mrs. Morton were in 
the city of St. Lonis, Mo., andasked fora 
commission to take their depositions to be 
used on the trial set for April 10, and there- 
upon a commission. was duly issued to Hon. 
John N. Denny of St. Louisto take the 
said depositions. 


District-Attorney McLachlan, fearing 
that this wasa clever trick in the interest 
of Lock woed, and that other parties might 
be induced to appear betore Commissiouer 
Denny atSt. Louis and represent them- 
seives as Mr. and Mrs. Morton and anewer 
the interrogatives propounded in the inter- 
est of Lockwood, as the commissioner 
would have no means of Knowing whether 
they were the real Mr. and Mrs. Morton or 
not, immediately took steps to head off any 
fraud that might be attemptsd in that di- 
rection, He prepared the necessary papers 
to get a requisition from Gov, Markbaim for 
the return of Morton on the original charge 
ol robbery, and, armed with these requisi- 
tion papers, Deputy Sheriff Russell, who 
first arrested Murtop, «nd who also 
knew Mrs. Morton, was dispatched to St. 
Louis with instructions to be present when 
the depositions were taken before the com- 


-mussioner, and if Morton showed up to 


bring bim to Los Angeles. 

It was also learned that Mrs. Foster, the 
woman who lived in the Kedick Block at the 
time Lock wood is alleged to have harbored 
Damron there, left Los Angeles on the same 
day thatthe deposition did. Russell and 
the authorities at St. Louis were duly noti- 
fied of this move on the part of 
Mrs, Foster, as it was suspected that she 
had left for St. Louis to testify before the 
commissioner as Mrs. Morton. When 
Deputy Sberiff Kusseil arrived in St. Louis 
ae arranged with Commissioner Denny to 
be notified whenever anyone appeared be- 


tore him to give their depositions as Mr. or 
Mrs. Morton, and taking the Chief of Police 
into his conndence quietly awaited develop- 
ments. He did net bave to wait long, 
for on the evening of April 2, while 
@ttending the theater he saw ex-Justice 
Lockwood and Mrs, Foster there together, 
Lockwood instantly recognized Russell, 
and requested him notto give the thing 
away. 

They seemed to ba ashamed of their own 
names, for they registered at the Southern 
liotel as Mr. and Mrs. Chichester of Los 
Angeles, Cal. 

No one ever appeared before the commis- 
sioner to answer the interrogatories pro- 
pounded to Mr, and Mrs. Morton, and the 
connissioner returned them without being 
auswered, owing doubtiess to the unfortu- 
nate meeting at the theater, 

‘The Sherit® and District Attorney believe 
that the scheme was for Lockwood and Mrs. 
“Foster to personate Morton and his wife be- 
tore the commissioner, and had it not been 
for the timely arrival of Russell upon the 
scene the interrogations would doubtiess 
have been answered to the complete satis- 
faction ef lL.ockwood, and in a manner that 
would appear completely to vindicate him. 
The probability also is that that same unfor- 
tunate meeting at the theater also prevents 
Lockwood from procuring a free ride back 
tov Los Angeles, for Deputy Sheriff Kusseil 
was instructed to bring the man to Los An-

The Southern Pacific at Yuma— 
Fresno Must Hurry Her Sub-. 
scriptions — General 
and Local Notes. 


The State Railroad Commissioners will 
leave San Francisco today in a private car 
belonging to the Southern Pacific Company 
and cotae south. ‘Tomorrow, the 10th, is 
the day set for the session at Pasadena to 
hear the complaint against the Los Angeles 
Terminal and the Southern California 
railroads.
